State Crops in Better Condition

9.— Premier 
Lloyd-Georgc, it was authoritatively 
stated this afternoon, will accept 
Eamonn De Valera’s proposal of 
yesterday and wilt meet the repub­ 
lican leader to discuss .the basis for 
a formal conference. The meeting 
will probably occur next week. 
The only thing remaining is the 
fixing of the date whigh Mr. Lloyd- 
Ueorge will name in his reply to 
Mr. De Valera’s letter. 
The government is subordinating 
all other problems of state to the 
issues of the Irish peace conference 
and is bending every effort toward 
preparations for it. 
Attacks to Cease. 
The Irish office stated this after­ 
noon that De Valera had issued in­ 
structions to his supporters to cease 
all attacks upon civilians and to 
discontinue military operations. The 
instructions were also to prohibit 
tho use of arms, to abstain from 
interference with public or private 
property ad to dtacontenance and 
prevent activities likely to cause dis 
ta r hance of the peace which might 
necessitate 
military 
interference. 
The instructions, it was added, are 
to be effective Monday noon. 
An air of growing optimism per­ 
vaded No. IO Downing street, the 
premier’s official residence, and the 
Irish office where the belief was 
freely voiced that there is every 
reason to hope the bloodshed in 
Ireland is near an end. 
It is understood that the details 
of the forthcoming conference is 
undoubtedly the chief topic over the 
week end at Chequers Court, where 
Mr. Lloyd-Georgc is entertaining the 
premiers of the dominion.

Crops of the state were generally 
in good condition for the month 
of June, despite much rain and un­ 
favorable 
weather,

greatly 
aided the wheat, corn and cotton 
conditions, according to the montaiy 
report of Oklahoma crops issued 
here today by the bureau of agri­ 
culture aud the federal bureau of 
estimates, cooperating. 
Some in­ 
stances of poor stands la the cotton 
crop are reported. while) the wheat 
and corn conditions are almost nor- 
inal. 
All of the soft wheat had been 
harvested by July I, says the re­ 
port .and more than 90 percent 
of the hard variety had be^n cut 
on that date. The rains during th# 
latter part of May and in early 
June improved the condition of the 
growing crop and better yields have 
been mad*) than expected a month 
ago. according to the summary. 
’’Since harvest began, continued 
rains have injured fields that could 
not be cut owing to wet soil or 
lodging and much has also sprouted 
in th#* shock.’’ declares the report. 
“but 
thq average for the whole 
wheat section is higher than on 
June I.” 
Last year at this time 7 percent 
of the 1920 crop remained on farms 
due largely to the holding move­ 
ment for higher pricey*. the report 
states, while on May I. this ye^r, 
IO percent remained on the farms. 
The July situation is expected to 
be near that of 1920. 
Wlth^ the 
exception of 1920, the 4 percent 
remaining on farms. July I, 1916, 
was the largest hold-over In recent 
years. 
The cotton crop is reported as 
generally good with a small im­ 


provement in condition during the 
month of Juke. ‘The condition on 
May 25 was 74 percent and 75 per­ 
cent on June 25. The 10-year aver­ 
age on May 25 has been 70 percent 
with an increase to 80 percent on 
June 25.

“There are Instances all over the 
state of poor stands but generally 
they are good and the plants have 
made rapid growth,’ the report says.

TIME TO ACT 


Ada needs more parks. In a few years we shall need j 


several more. The longer the city delays buying ground for j 
parks, the higher will be tiie cost. A few years ago a tract 
of ground could have been bought for a song and would have 
made an ideal park. It is now covered with residences and 
a church house. 


There is -considerable vacant property near the most 


thickly populated districts which could be bought now for 
small sums. One year from now or three years from now it 
may be worth twice as much. If there could be provided 
only enough money for the purchase of the property and 
none for keeping it up, it would still be a good buy. 


Ada has a beautiful little park, well located. It is ap- 


parent, however, that it will no' serve the needs of all sec- 
tions. A park should be provided south of the main residen- 
tial section in the original townsite. Another should be pro- 
vided in the southeastern part of the city; and still another 
in the northeastern section. 


Of course, eventually an amusement park will be pro- 


vided and it will make little difference where that is located, 
in fact it could go to the City Lake. What we need now and 
will continue to need until they are provided are playgrounds 
and shade for the women and children in every part of the 
city. We need also more swimming and wading pools, more 
flowers and a desire to made Ada a city of health and 
beauty. 


In one of the parks should be provided a camping ground 


or tourists park, where tourists will be welcome and have 
water and other conveniences.

million dollars for state institutions

Clark, chairman. Purchase of cloth- 
ng. coal and other commodities for 
:hese schools thfj next quarter will 
total nearly a million, Mr. Clark 
said. 
Comparison 
of prices paid 
for 


these goods to be delivered during 
the next three months with those 
paid for the last six months, and 
the last year, show all thp| way 
from 30 to 100 percent decreases. 
This is particularly true as It ef- 
fects meats of all kinds, sugar, 
flour, beans, rice, coal and other 
smaller foods. 
Forty carcases of bejef, bulls and 


canners excluded, were 
purchased 


for 8 1-4 to 8 1-2 cents per pound 
—a rfjduction of approximately 35 
percent over the price, paid thre^e 
months ago. 
Lard and compound 


was bought for 8 and 9 cents; cream 
cheese for 16 cents, while bacon 
showed a similar reduction in price. 


Contracts for sugar varied from 


$6.20 to ?6.40 a hundrfjd, as com- 
pared with from $18 to $28 In tno 
last year and a half. Beans were 
purchased for 5 and 5 1-2 cents 
and rice for 4 1-5 cents, both of 
which are more than 50 percem 
lower than prices quotpjd a year ago 


"Fruits and canned goods have 


not shown the big reductions thai 
are found in quotations on o'th'e?
